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And in 1 581 the Earl of Leycefter, our 


Chancellor, wrote to the Univerſity, recom-

accordingly made for this Purpoſe, the ſame 


in Effect with what is now in Force. But 
here you are pleaſed to caſt Reflections on 


the Character of this Ear if Leycefter, which,.

directly againſt you. We are no way con- 


cerned with his Piety or Impiety. What he 


did in this Affair, was doubtleſs done with 


the Privity and Direction of the Queen and 


her Council.

But the Caſe is, I am afraid, 
very different with Regard to the Bulk of 
M ankind. Our Catechiſm, and our Creeds, 


* Sce Heylin's Life of Laud. 
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contain Doctrines, the Proof of which many 
of thoſe, who are called upon to aſſent to 


them, are but little acquainted with. Not 
only the Nicene, and . Athanafian, but even 


the Apoſtles Creed, contains ſome Articles, 


not well underſtood by thoſe who, in our 
daily Service, are called upon to profeſs 
their Belief of them. The Oath of Supre. 
macy is required by Law to be taken by all 
Scholars at their Matriculation, and yet the 


Prof of this Supremacy they cannot be ſuppoſed 
to have the leaſt Acquaintance with. But ſo 


much has been already ſaid on this Head, 


that I need add but little more. It has 


been ſhewn that Aſſent may be given on 
the Authority of Others, that by our Sub- 
ſcription no more is meant, nor required of 


thoſe who ſubſcribe, than only an Aſſurance 


that they are Members of the Church of 
England, have no Objections to her Doc- 
trines, but believe them on the Authority 
of their Friends and Inſtructors. This hath 
been ſhewn by ſeveral, and particularly by 


the Author of a Paper entitled, The plain 
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and ob bious Meaning of the 0 f 20 u 
| Matriculation. But this Author you are 
pleaſed: to treat with great Ridicule, and 
that without Foundation.

the latter. This her own Statutes, by you 


. quoted, declare: This the Princes uo granted 
us our Privileges, deſigned; * and their Char- 
| ters expreſs that theſe Seminaries were inſti- 


tuted to bring up Perſons who might be fit to 


govern, by their Learni ng, "Knowledge, and 


Wiſdom ; "might conſult the Welfare both of Mens 
Bodies and Souls ; and defend and Protect the 
Chri un Religion. And I believe moſt of 
the Charters and Statutes of private Col- 
leges run in the like style. But theſe 
things, I preſume, enter not into the Con- 
ſtitution of the Corporation of either Lon-
